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1. Introduction

Medication Order Check Healthcare Application (MOCHA) Enhancements (Enh) 2 provides additional
functionality for the existing MOCHA 1.0 drug interaction and duplicate therapy enhanced order check
functionality. In addition, modifications have been made for Clinical Reminder Order Checks (CROC)

and allergy functionality.

The following patches make up the release of MOCHA Enh 2:

1.1  Purpose

The purpose of this Installation Guide is to provide installation steps for MOCHA Enhancements 2. The
intended audience for this document is the Information Resources Management Service (IRMS) staff

responsible for installing these patches.

2. Pre-Requisite Considerations

No pre-requisite considerations.

2.1

Minimum Required Packages

The patches described in this installation guide can only be run with a standard Massachusetts General
Hospital Utility Multi-Programming System (MUMPS) operating system and require the following
Department of Veterans Affairs (VA) software packages.

Important: Recently released patch GMRA*4*48 contains an Allergy
Assessment Clean Up utility tool that produces a report that identifies

discrepancies between the ADVERSE REACTION ASSESSMENT file (#120.86) and
the PATIENT ALLERGIES file (#120.8). It is imperative that GMRA*4*48 be

installed prior to the installation of these MOCHA Enhancements 2 patches,
and that all data discrepancies identified by GMRA*4*48 have been
corrected. If not, then installing the MOCHA Enhancements 2 patches

may result in drug allergy order checks not displaying in CPRS and pharmacy during

the medication order entry processes.
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3. Installation Considerations/Restrictions

These patches should be installed when Pharmacy applications are not in use, no other pharmacy patches
are being installed and when tasked jobs from Clinical Applications are not running.

Installation should also occur when CPRS usage is at a minimum, particularly medication activities and
when allergy data is not being entered or edited in CPRS.

The length of time for the install is dependent upon the number of entries in the ORDER CHECK
INSTANCES (#100.05) file that will be converted and could range from five to thirty minutes.

Do not queue the installation of this patch.

Failure to heed this warning may result in 'source routine edited' errors during a database update. Edits
may be lost and records may be left in an inconsistent state.
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4. Installation Order

MOCHA Enh 2 patches should be installed in the following order and should be installed consecutively
together. Please review individual patch install information in the following sections for pre and post
installation instructions.

1. PSS 1 175.KID - HOST file with patch name:

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5. Rollback Preparation

The rollback procedure for these patches should only occur when there is concurrence from the Enterprise
Product Support and MOCHA development teams, because of the complexity and risk involved in a
rollback. Normal installation back-ups using KIDS will back up only Mumps routines. For all non-routine
components of these builds, Enterprise Product Support will have a build available if needed. Make sure
the ‘Backup a Transport Global’ step in sections 6 and 7 of this document is followed, so you do have a
backup of all the routines if needed.

If your site has any local modifications to any of the following non-routine components of the builds, they
will need to be backed up locally. Please contact Enterprise Product Support prior to installing if there are
questions.

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8. Rollback Procedure

This last section of the document is only needed if there are major problems resulting from the installation
of these patches, and there is concurrence from the Enterprise Product Support and MOCHA
Development Teams that a rollback must occur.

If you are a CMOP (Consolidated Mail Outpatient Pharmacy), and the only build you installed was the
PSS*1.0*175 build, all you will need to do is restore your routine backup made of that install. Then you
can delete the routines PSSCKOS and PSSDIUTX, which were new with PSS*1.0*175, and you are
done.

If a rollback occurs, entries created in the ORDER CHECK INSTANCES file (#100.05) while ME2
(MOCHA Enhancements 2) was installed are retained. However, data in fields that are new with ME2 is
lost and unrecoverable.

The CLINICAL REMINDER entry that was added to the APSP INTERVENTION TYPE file
(#9009032.3) in the PSO*7.0*411 Post-Init routine will remain in the file.

8.1 Rollback Requirements

This section outlines the requirements for rollback.

8.1.1 Software Required for Rollback
Make sure you have the following software available for the rollback:

1. Routine backup from PSS*1.0*175 Install

2. Routine backup from MOCHA ENH 2 GMRA OR_PSJ PSO install

***Note — The MOCHA ENH 2 ROLLBACK.KID build is available from Enterprise Product
Support upon request. Enterprise Product Support can also supply the routine backups if needed.

- Restores the ALLERGY - CONTRAST MEDIA REACTION order check back to its pre-
OR*3*269 state.

- ORY269 conversion routines that will be deleted after patch installation

8.2 Rollback Considerations/Restrictions

The rollback should occur when Pharmacy applications are not in use, no other pharmacy patches are
being installed and when tasked jobs from Clinical Applications are not running.

Rollback should also occur when CPRS usage is at a minimum, particularly Pharmacy activities.
Rollback should occur when allergy data is not being entered or edited in CPRS.

The length of time for the rollback is dependent upon the number of entries in the ORDER CHECK
INSTANCES (#100.05) file that will be converted and could range from five to thirty minutes.

Do not queue any of the rollback process.

Failure to heed this warning may result in 'source routine edited' errors during a database update. Edits
may be lost and records may be left in an inconsistent state.

8.3  Rollback Steps

1. Restore the routine backup from the patch PSS*1.0*175 install.
2. Restore the routine backup from the MOCHA ENH 2 GMRA OR _PSJ PSO install.
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***Note - if for some reason the MOCHA ENH 2 GMRA OR_PSJ PSO build was installed
multiple times, make sure you restore the back up from the first install.

3. Use Load a Distribution. You may need to prepend a directory name. When
prompted for “Enter a Host File:”, respond with MOCHA ENH 2
_ROLLBACK.KID.

6. Local Modifications (If Applicable):
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Install your local backups of the ORDER CHECK INSTANCES (#100.05) File Data
Dictionary and the PSJ DISPLAY DRUG ALLERGIES Protocol from Section 5, if a backup
was made.

If either of the 2 routine backups (PSS*1.0*175 or
MOCHA_ENH 2 GMRA_OR PSJ PSO) had to be retrieved from Enterprise Product
Support, any local modifications can now be re-entered.

7. Patch Installation Tracking:

The site will need to work with the Enterprise Product Support and MOCHA Development
Teams to make the necessary changes to the PACKAGE (#9.4) File to accurately reflect the
current state of the account in regards to the patches installed.

The MOCHA Development Team will provide instructions for this step to Enterprise Product
Support in the ‘ME2 Rollback - Update Patch Application Tracking” document.

8. Routine Deletions:

After the patch is successfully installed, KIDS will automatically delete the main post-install
routine ORY269. Sites may safely delete the following remaining post-install routines using
the Delete Routines [XTRDEL] option:
